"The great m ajority of drivers do 
everything possible to protect an i­ 
mals and fowl on the road, yet how 
often we come across a dead dog, 
cat, chicken, squirrel or rabbit th a t 
has been the victim of a motor ve­ 
hicle,” Mr. Gable stated. “Of course 
there are tim es when hitting a n an i­ 
mal or fowl Is unavoidable, and 
sometimes drivers jeopardize their 
own safety to avert running down 
one of these, but some operators are 
not so considerate in this respect as 
they should be.” 
The 
federation head 
explained 
that while no statistics are available 
as to death and injury to animals 


and birds on highways, there seems 
to exist a better understanding of 
what constitutes good form about 
these creatures than was formerly 
the case. 
"Average operators, possibly be­ 
cause they are more considerate 
than in years gone by, try to give a 
dog, cat, squirrel, chicken or bird its 
moral traffic rights, even though 
these creatures are not protected by 
law,” he said. 
"There is no ques­ 
tion th a t a little care and watchful­ 
ness on the part of the driver will 
save many of these cats and dogs, 
as well as field and forest folk.

is 28-year-old Eliot Ness, University 
of Chicago graduate. 
Placed On Spot 
These 
young 
men,

trained, whose average age is but 30 
and whose average annual salary is 
$2,800, Johnson said, reflected prof­ 
fers of am ounts 
far in 
excess of 
their year’s wages that they m ight

Ness was placed “on the

The evidence accumulated, Ness 
and his associates last week saw 
the fruition of their efforts—the in ­ 
dictm ent of Capone and sixty-eight 
members of his syndicate on charges 
of conspiracy to violate the prohi­ 
bition law in 5.000 instances over a 
period of ten years.

miles from here. 
Only eight 
survivors had 
been 
picked up by rescue boats Sunday 
night and it was believed that, ex­ 
cept for these, all the passengers 
and cerw of the steamer were lost. 
M any Children Aboard 
The excursion vessel was carrying 
large holiday crowd* on its run be­ 
tween Nantes and the island of 
Nolrmoutier. 
It left Nantes Sunday 
morning. 
* IM 
All of the eight who were rescued 
from th e w ater by boats which put 
out for the scene shortly after tile 
catastrophe were men. There were 
a num ber of women and children 
aboard the steam er 
A squall struck the St. Philbert in 
the late 
afternoon, the 
survivors 
said. 
It knocked the small vessel 
over on its beam ends and the 
crowd, becoming panicky, rushed to 
the opposite side of the deck, caus- i 
ing the craft to capsize and spilling I 
her load of hum an freight In the 
churning sea. 
The eight survivors were exhaust­ 
ed when picked up after more than 
an hour in the heavy seas. 
They 
were saved, they said, by lifebelts, 
which they m anaged to seize before 
♦ hey were throw n into the water. 
The first inform ation about the 
catastrophe came from the light - 
Ihouse keeper a t St. Gildas Point. He 
saw the squall strike the steam er 
and overturn it and he immediately 
telephoned to Pornic for help. 
Life savers put off at once for the 
spot whejre the St. Philbert went 
down, and after they were on th^ir j 
way the keeper phoned the hews to j 
St. Nazaire. 
Even after the receipt of this news 
the report th a t the steam er had 
sunk was discredited here. 
It was 
only after the first cf the survivors 
reached the shore th at the reality of 
the catastrophe wa* accepted. 
Disaster Denied At First 
The operating com pany continued 
j lo insist it was impossible for the 
St. Philbert to sink at this point 
where the w ater is shallow and nav­ 
igation is protected by Nolrmoutier 
Island.

statem ent at 11:30 p. rn. savin ' that 
I the vessel was ashore between St 
Gildas Point and Pornic. 
One of the survivors, an Alist nan 
named Sllanek. was picked up by 
the tug Pornic which was sent out 
from St. Nazaire.

vivors were rescued by a lifesaver^ 
boat. T he boats also recovered the 


I bodies of four of the passengers 
Three of the bodies recovered were 
I those of unidentified women.
